Silk in Bavaria —Above two millions or sapling 
mulberry trees are thriving in Bavaria. A full 
grown tree yields a hundred pounds weight of 
leaves; but only one half is gathered in a season 
so that the proprietors of these nurseries, if all the 
trees attain to maturity, will glean one hundred 
million pounds of leaves annually. The worms 
from a pound of eggs, when properly fed consume 
halfa ton of leaves, and yield at least fifty pounds 
of cocoons, or five pounds of wound silk. The 
product of these two millions of trees, if nothing 
hinder their prospering, will therefore amount to 
five hundred thousand pounds weight of silk, in
